It is respectfully noted that Applicant believes it was not 
given due consideration in any of the Office Action mailed 
September 25, 20(^3, the response filed on December 18, 2003 or 
the Office -Action? {Final) mailed March 10, 2004, In prosecuting 
this Application,;. Applicant expended a considerable amount of 
time and expens^ to review the first Office Action and the 
Cordery reference?, prepare, and file a response to the first 
Office Action, review the Final office Action and then engage 
the Examiner in ^n interview. It would appear that Applicant's 
time and efforts jwere wasted and unnecessary since the Examiner 
now concedes th&t the reference Cordery is not on point. 
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Applicant finds ;;the process to this point disturbing, at the 
very least. 

For the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted that all 
of the claims no* present in the application are clearly novel 
and patentable o T >er the prior art of record, and are in proper 
form for allowance. Accordingly, favorable reconsideration and 
allowance is respectfully requested.
